The receiver and transmitter station Is located on the s ioud floor 
of the building (l) which contains the headquarters of the 8th, 9th, and 
10th companies of the 2d Bn, 48th Inf Begt. Che building also contains 
billets for 130 XU. This building is a two-storied red brick structure 
about 120 x 150 m In size, enclosed by a barbed wire fence. 

The caserne area 18 located in the eastern pari of EELEBIlSCfi?, about \ 
five minutes walking distance from the center of the town and about 10 
minutes distant from the headquarters of the 6th end 7tb companies of the 
2d Bn, which are located in the eastern part of the city 

Adjoining the station building to tho west Is a throo-stcrled red 1 

brick state hospital which Is equipped with modern l&clLlties for surgery* f 
It has beds for approximately 200 patients. |
